in a few days, however she was dis- 
covered, and being permitted to go 
home to dress, before being committed 
to gaol, she took a portion of the poison 
she had kept for herself; ^nd as she 
was going into the prison gate, a second 
dose out of a small bottle; this she ef- 
fected in- so hasty a manner, that her 
guards could not prevent her. She then 
stubbornly refused all medical assist- 
ance, and died a few hours after, ame- 
lai>choly victim of jealousy and illicit 
lovei it is also rumoured, that poisoit 
was attempted to be given to the child, 
by, the father, a few days previous to 
his death, and that this circumstance 
determined the resolution of the mother 
for his destruction ; though, strange to 
relate, .she is also reported to have made 
a similar attempt herself, after having 
administereid the fatal dosetotheyouug 
gentleman, but to have been tufned 
from her diaf)olical purpose by the inno- 
cent caresses of the inlant: the gentleman.

AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

From August SO, till September SO. 

FOR r»ore than a month past, the weather has been extremely nnfavourable 
for the biisimss of the husbandman; the heavy and almost continual rains, that 
have fallen, hive exceedingly injured the, wheat crops. Mildew aiid blast are 
much couiplahwd of in every quarter; and we have experienced a most extemive 
loss by the wheat vegetating in the ear, as it did in 1789; not only where 
ft had lodged aiMi came in contact with the earth ; but also when growing 
perfectly upright. From these eircunvstauces there is great reason to fear tliat 
tbo t^heat v«>p8 «viU.4>*oVe wry defective both ha quality and quantity. 

The oat crops, although rather ttgwym some of tlie light soiU, will probably 
»Teraf:e at a fair produice; sneh as wwe cut early, or had lodged ob the strong 
gr«uii«ls, have suSered by the tain. 
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Barley is complained of in several districts for being thin, particularly ou the 
light gravelly suils, iu sume other quarters it is considered a good crop. 

A grestW quantity of h4y haS been- loil by the .Hoods this season, than for 
many years back; very ■ little ■ of the late crops, evea on dry grounds, have 
beeit ^t up in good ordi^. 

Great as the necessity was for saving of flaxseed, we arie apprehensive it will 
not be accomplished so eiTectUidly and e}it>enstvely as w^ej^pec^ed. >>»- seasons 
have proved more untivourable for the purj^tise ti«i» the present .pne ; the ai- 
inast continual rains have balfle4 the ej.^jrtiogas of the -mij|i>^;,;actiyB and skill'ul 
fjiirniers, and obUged them iq many cases tu relinquish, the couimoi> mode oi 
drying it in stooks, and to spread it on .the ground to prevent the 8ajt from 
rotting, although a good deal of tljie $eed wag lost by that Aieans. 

Many of those who ripplod off ^the bvUs^ and bad. not good Altai's for drying 
them on, have eithei; ' lost the seed altogether, or had it so daiuaged as to be 
very un^ fpr sowing. 

Jt is thus that the natural humidity of our clSinate will frequently thVow 
obstructions in the way of our attempting to reudur ourselves less dbpfendont 
on btiier countnes, bnt 'these difflcuttie^ ought not to discoiirage tTs^ farmer, from 
persevering ,in the attempt. It is roost pertimUy an iibject of grrati n^onul 
importance, an'd if entered into extensively and with spirit, we sitaU be able to 
raise so great a »»duodancy in favourable jieasons as will secure us flaom feeling 
th6 disajSpointtiient of an adyerse one. 

It is ah easy !Uid pteasant task ta put forward lil the diflferenC branches of 
4grfcrilture', in a fine dry season; but it requires much glSB, patience, and 
perseverance to carry thtm on in a season like the present. 

Xothing can -be' more ■mortifying tt)*he i^/etiner, i\\<M ivhefl h« has collected 
all his reapers, and pfamised hiBftself the satisfaction of accompUihiflg a. grciit 
day** work,'to Be beat'eff bj" tPhetvy rain, and obliged to send ihem home, wuc 
pdrhape to the skin, after a few= hours wdrk-^ a^'it'is no less inoitilying, to fed 
when the rain is over and a ir^Say succeeds, that Jjjs stooks, -whichihe had SKt 
up iiry, were tossed by the wind^' and so drenched with w^, sm pa. r>equire the 
shelves to b« - opened ; this <often happens when 'the: grea;Fest earehas been taken, 
but it is 'qiote fiequently occasioned by the ■iuapetfecf mid slovenly manner in 
which the stooks are constructed. The writer of tljis report has tqr . % series of 
years -paid particular atteiitiim to this' p^rt of> the work, and has experienced 
the b«»t effects from it ; the men employed %a put up the stooks puglit to be 
careful to set the standard sheaves so as to have a gentle lean Of inclination 
to the centre, that one end of the stook mssy not vvcbalancethe otlier. 'Thfy 
should then put the cut end of the bond sheaves to their breasts, apd with both 
faaiwis pull up the band or strap as near the he;ul as it will heart and hav- 
ing opened it completely up to the strap, the two l^eads ought to be put on 
at oupe, and made to meet each oAier qver the corn ends of the standards. — 
By tCis means the com will be completely covered, and the heatb of the hoid 
shejkves being short and low, the wind will make a smalloj impression on them 
and be less Kkely to blow them off, than if they were high. 

TKe «t)ps at turnips, in many places, have been much feurt by the wet, es- 
peciali^ on heavy or retentive soils ; in flat lands, a Similar iniuiy has been done 
lo the potatoes, .lUt we hope the crops will be good iu genera). 

Oat-meal hait experienced within the last week a considerable iMii'ance in price, 
t>ut as the marHets will probably be soon supplied with abundance of new meal, 
it may be expected to lower a^n. 

The folbwing is an extract of a letter from a gentleman in the neifbbour- 
hood of Liverpool, dated -September -4, 1809. 

" We have fair crops of wheat, a little mildewed in some places, but by no 
means genera] ; and that I think not to injure the quality of the grain. 0:«s 
are an uncommonly fine crop, and of excellent quality. Barley upon good land, 
full, atid fine. Beans good, peas partially so. Potatoes very great croijs ; and 
clover «nd grasy rery hil as after math."
